The speaker was Mile. Ida LeRoy, 


a woman of twenty-two, who was ad- 
justing the ropes of her parachute 
at the Milwaukee fair grounds, while 
discussing with a Milwaukee News 
reporter the life that aeronauts lead. 
Mile. LeRoy is well known in Fort 
Wayne, where she makes her home 
a part of the time and where she has 
made a number of very successful 
and thrilling ascensions in her big 
airship. She continued: 


"It's a .queer sort of life and yet 


perhaps it's as good as any other. 
It's one of those professions in which 
you once get never to leave again. 
WhyP For several reasons. 
To be- 


gin with, there's a certain fascina- 
tion about it that none of us can ex- 
plain. 
Xhe excitement is pleasing 


to us all. You go up like a shot and 
come down faster sometimes. 
It's 


.ill over in a moment, you hear the 
crowds applaud, evidently you have 
satisfied them, and your work is 
over. We do not work many hours 
and while the pay we get is not what 
it ought to be considering our risks, 
yet it is enough to make a fair liv- 
ing. That's why I am an aeronaut. 
It's as easy a way to make a respect- 
able living as I know of. Danger- 
ous? Why, yes, but I never think of 
that. 
I'll have plenty of time to 


consider that end of the business 
when fate overtakes me, as I sup- 
pose it will some day. It gets the best 
of every aeronaut I ever knew and I 
have met quite a number in my time. 
They all meet their day and when 
they do they wish that they had re- 
tired as they had planned long ago. 


"The leading qualification to make 


a successful aeronaut is nerve and 
lots of it. If you have the nerve and 
a cool head, you're all right. If you 
have not, don't be an aeronaut. You 
can't be timid and trust to luck. Be 
nervy and let luck take care of itself 
and the chances are that you will 
come out all right. 
Always keep a 


cool head, no matter What happens. 
That applies to all business, but 
more so to ours than any other. A 
merchant or board of trade man may 
lose his nerve at the critical mo- 
ment and lose his fortune. We not 
only lose our fortune, but our lives. 
So you see we have more at stake 
than the average professional or bus- 
iness man. They have their lives, 
left when they fail; we lose aii in 
a single fall. 
That's why we are 


careful not to lose our nerve. Hap- 
pen what will, we are never fright- 
ened. We keep a cool head, do the 
best thing we can in the emergency 
and trust to luck that we will come 
out all right. 


"No I have never been frightened 


or had any pvesntiment of danger. 
Not even my first trip did I feel any- 
thing but confident that I would 
come back safe. 'You see, we are a 
sort of restless people; we do not fear 
death and that helps us a great deal. 
I have watched during the five years 
that I have been following this bus- 
iness my friends killed one by one, 
but I can't say that I am not feeling 
as safe and easy today as I ever was. 
Of course, it is only natural that 
when these accidents come to our no- 
tice that we are more careful. It is 
true I may examine the seams of my 
parachute with greater care than at 
other times, but that extra precau- 
tion is soon forgotten and I go along 
at the same old gait. 
I am always 


reasonably careful and that is prob- 
ably why I have been luoky. 


"I have had many adventures, in 


fact every other trip or two involves 
some sort of excitement. 
I have 


hung in tree tops for half an hour at 
n time, have fajlen in fields of cac- 
tus in Texas, and have landed on the 
roofs of houses.'- I have bumped 
against chimneys, and barbed-wire 
fences, but the worst injury I ever 
received was a sprained knee. I us- 
ually manage to come down on my 
feet, and have lately developed the 
act o" breaking the fall by dropping 
on my knees and toes at about the 
same time. 
That breaks the fal 


considerably, and one is in less dan 
ger of being hurt. All told, I havi 
been lucky; but there it no telling 
when you meet your day. Victoria 
Le Boy. who Uuf ht me the business 
met hen.

The new Hoagland school, at the 


corner of Hoagland avenue and But- 
ler'street, which has been recently 
completed, is undoubtedly the hand- 
somest school building in Indiana. 
The' residents of Fort Wayne 
are 


justly proua of the new school and 
since the structure assume*! definite 
shape it has been pointed out to vis- 
itors in the city as an object of spe- 
cial interest. 'The new school is a 
radical departure from the old style 
of school building, where everything 
was sacrificed to economy and but 
little attention was paid to the 
beauty of the interior or exterior. 
The Hoagland school is built of buff 
pressed brick, with Bedford 
stone 


trimmings, and is of the Flemish 
style 
of 
architecture. 
The large 


stone porch at the main entrance of 
the building, the only one on a 
school building in the city, is one of 
the main features of the structure, 
the columns, balustrade and steps of 
the porch being of cut stone. This 
entrance and the vestibule entrance 
on the west are twenty-two 
feet 


wide. The interior of the school is 
finished in quarter-sawed oak. There 
re twelve class rooms, all of which 
re well lighted with large windows, 
'he halls are the most spacious in 
tie city and have mosaic floors. The 
loors are double and have a layer 
f Cabot sheathing quilt, which dead- 
ns sound and acts as a preventative 
f fire. There is a double iron stair- 
way rising from the back entrance, 
which permits of rapid egress in case 


>f fire. The blackboards in all the 
ooms are of natural slate. In each 
oom there are small closets built in 
he wall, in which supplies may be 
stored. The basement is large and 
well lighted and has a cement floor. 
The five heating furnaces in 
the 


basement are of the Bryce (Toledo) 
system. In the basement there is a 
ventilating fan, eight feet in diam- 
eter, which is revolved by an electric 
motor. This fan forces air from the 
outside to all the rooms, each of 
which is connected to !t by a ventilat- 
ng shaft. 
By this means a perfect 


ventilation is secured and a whole 
some current of air is always kept 
in circulation. The building is 
fitted 
with 
sanitary 
plumbing 


throughout There are cloak rooms 
and closets, as well as large toilet 
rooms, fitted with every convenience 
Trustees George F. Felts, Dr. A. J 
Boswell and Allen Hamilton ant 
Architect Kendrick are justly prow 
of the new school and are satisfied 
that there is no handsomer or mor 
conveniently fitted school in th 
state.

;ending from the Kooky mountains to 
tbe Sierra Nevada rauge. Skeletons of 
marine animals of prehistoric times, 
found among the alkali plains of what 
was once the Great American desert. 
l>ear this out. Earthquakes swallowed 
a portion of this sea, mid evaporation 
removed a':l but the remaining frag- 
ment, say the geologist. 


The Mormon pioneers found a bar 


ren, frowning desert at the foot of 
the Wasatch mountains. They liter 
ally made it bloooi as the rose, but in 
order to do so they dug a network of 
Irrigation canals and ditches that de- 
flected the four rivers from their 
course to Great Salt lake into the 
fields of Utah. The fields blossomed 
and flourished and Great Salt lake 
shrunk and dwindled and lost its sub- 
stance to the upper airs. 


The record of the decline of Great 


Salt lake is written upon its mouu 
tains. Time was-and geologists' point 
to the handwriting on the rocks to 
prove this—that the lake overtopped 
these mountains. Now It lies sluggish 
at their feet. The different shore lines 
of the past stand out as distinctly ami 
as evenly AS if a surveyor's line had 
been run along tbe face of the ridges. 


Geologists believe that the inland sea 


was once a fresh water lake. Tbe the- 
ory Is that Utah lake aud Bear lake, 
fresh water bodies both, were one* part 
of it and that they were separated 
from It by some convulsion of nature. 
The geological theory is that It did not 
take th« lake long to become Intensely 
mline after It was locked In. For Us 
eipanse It was shallow even then, not 
more " sn 160 feet deep at its deepest 
place, probably not that. The maxi- 
mum depth today Is 60 feet, and the 
average Is lets than half that. 


At some points one can wade 1'i 


miles from the shore without getting 
beyond knee depth. There are salt de- 
posits 20 miles from tbe shore, show- 
Ing that the shore line at not very re- 
o«nt years extended to that point.

He expects to control the market for 
farm produce to a certain extent and 
make 'a morv equal division of the 
products of agriculture between the 
producer aud the distributer. 


Mr. Allen bas had experience In 


many Hues. For 30 years he has lived 
In Jefferson county, Kan., near Meri- 
den, and lu his personal business he 
has been successful. In public life be 
has been a member of the Kansas leg- 
islature, and bas held the offices of 
county attorney, circuit and county 
clerk, and probate Judge of Jefferson 
county. He Is a native of North Caro- 
lina aud comes of Huguenot stock. 


It was only after extended reflection 


on the causes that led to agricultural 
depression that Mr. Allen determined 
on the measures that seemed to him 
best for bringing relief. 


Mr. Allen's leading thought Is that 


the existing organization for the mar- 
keting of cattle and grain puts the pro- 
ducer largely at the mercy of tempo- 
rary conditions and often makes him a 
slave at the hands of the buyer. By 
a combination of farmers through 
which the products will be held back 
from the market until they can profit- 
ably be disposed of, he believes that 
tbe producers will be put on a fail- 
competitive level with other classes. 
He argues that if the federation has a 
membership representatlng only 5 per 
cent of the total production the margin 
will be sufficient to make it successful.

JOSEPH AMtTUTZ DIES AFTER 


WEEKS OF SUFFERING. 


Was a Well Known and Wealthy 


Farmer of Springfield Town- 


ship—Other Deaths. 


Josep Amstutti, one of the wealth- 


iest and most widely known farmers 
in the eastern part of Allen county, 
was hurried Sunday from the Men- 
nonite church, on the Leo road. An 
immense concourse of 
sorrowing 


neighbors and other friends attended 
the services and followed the remains 
to the grave. The deceased died as 
the result of injuries received in a 
fall from his haymow, twelve weeks 
ago, paralysis ensuing from a blow 
upon the spine.

Mr. Amstutz 
was born in Stark county, Ohio, fifty- 
five years ago, and came at the age of 
eight years ,to Allen county with his 
parents and had always resided in 
this county since. He was married 
in 1875 to Catherine Rich, who is 
dead. Of seven chiL ren born to 
them five arc living. Two brothers, 
John and P. S. Amstutz, and two sis- 
ters, Miss Lydia and Mrs. Christian 
Witmer, survive. Mr. Amstutz was 
an energetic and careful 
business 


man and had amassed a large prop- 
erty. He owned at his death, it is 
believed, about 600 acres of land.

"Aeronauts ever retire? Well, sel- 


thiiig happens and very likely it is 
too late to retire. We may be killed 
or muimed for life. That ends our 
career and we are soon forgotten." 


The speaker was Mile. Ida LeRoy, 


a woman of twenty-two, who was ad- 
justing the ropes of her parachute 
nt the Milwaukee fair grounds, while 
discussing with a Milwaukee News 
reporter the life that aeronauts lead. 
Mile, LeHoy is well known in Fort 
Wayne, where she makes her home 
a part of the time and where she has 
made a number of very successful 
and thrilling ascensions in her big 
airship. She continued: 


"It's a .queer sort of life and yet 


perhaps it'g as good as any other. 
It's one of those professions in which 
you once get never to leave again. 
Why? For several reasons. To be- 
gin with, there's a certain fascina- 
tion about it that none of us can ex- 
plain. 
The excitement is pleasing 


to us all. You go up like a shot and 
come down fostdr sometimes. 
It's 


all over in a moment, you hear the 
crowds applaud, evidently you have 
satisfied them, and your work is 
over. We do not work many hours 
and while the pay we get is not what 
it ought to be considering our risks, 
yet it is enough to make a fair liv- 
ing. That's why I am an aeronaut. 
It's as ensy a way to make a respect- 
able living as I know of. 
Danger- 


ous? Why, yes, but I never think of 
that. I'll have plenty of time to 
consider that end of the business 
when fate overtakes me, as I sup- 
pose It will some day. It gets the best 
of every aeronaut I ever knew and I 
have met quite a number in my time. 
They nil meet their day and when 
they do they wish that they had re- 
tired as they had planned long ago. 


"The leading qualification to make 


a successful aeronaut is nerve and 
lots of it. If you have the nerve and 
a cool head, you're all right. 
If you 


have not, don't be an aeronaut. You 
cnn't be timid and trust to luck. Be 
nervy and let luck take care of itself 
and the chances are that you wilt 
come out all right. 
Always keep a 


cool head, no matter what happens. 
Thnt applies to all business, but 
more so to ours than any other. A 
merchant or board of trade man may 
lose his nerve at the critical mo- 
ment and lose his fortune. We not 
only lose our fortune, but our lives. 
So you see we have more at stake 
than the average professional or bus- 
iness mau. 
They have their liveb 


left when they fail; we iosj ail in 
a single fall. 
That's why we are 


careful not to lose our nerve. Hap- 
pen what will, we are never fright- 
ened. 
We keep a cool head, do the 


best thing we can in the emergency 
and trust to luck that we will come 
out all right. 


"No I have never been frightened 


or had any pvesntiment of danger. 
Not even my first trip did I feel any- 
thing but confident that I would 
come back safe. ; You see, we are a 
sort of restless people; we do not fear 
death and that helps us a great deal. 
I have watched during the five years 
that I have been following this bus- 
iness my 1'riends killed one by one, 
but I can't say that I am not feeling 
ns safe and easy today as I ever was. 
Of course, it is only natural that 
when these accidents come to our no- 
tice that we are more careful. It is 
true I may examine the seams of my 
parachute with greater care than at 
other times, but that extra precau- 
tion is soon forgotten and I go along 
nt the same old gait. I am always 
reasonably careful and that is prob< 
ably why I have been lucky. 


"I have had many adventures, in 


fact every other trip or two involves 
some sort of excitement. 
I have 


hung in tree tops for half an hour at 
a time, .have fallen in fields of cac- 
tus in Texas, and Kayo landed on the 
roofs of houses.'.;/ I have bumped 
n gainst chimneys, and 
barbed-wire 


fences, but the w~orst injury I evei 
received was o. sprained knee. I us- 
ually manage to come down on my 
feet, and have lately developed the 
net 01 breaking the fall by dropping 
on my knees and toes at about the 
same time. 
That breaks 
the 
fal 


considerably, and one is in less dan 
ger of being hurt. All told, I havi 
been lucky; but' theve is no telling 
when you meet your day. Victoria 
te Boy, who taught me the business 
met hers. 
She was the most nerv; 


woman I over 'knew. 
She fearei 


nothing. 
Why, one day in Detrol 


I saw. her make a descent when sh 


in the country. 
The competition, 


there is so sharp that they cut prices, 
and that hurts business. 
But they 


can't introduce the novelties; only 
experts can do that. It is not every 
aeronaut who can shoot himself out 
of a cannon in midair. Nor will every 
balloonist dare to make n night ride 
and shoot off fireworks as he goes- 
along. 
Thnt is terribly dangerous, 


because you are apt to fire your bal- 
loon without knowing it. 
Then, 


again, you don't know where you will 
land with your parachute. I have 
done all these, but I can't say that 
I ain fond of night rides. A day ride 
is good enough for me; but, of course, 
I will do it at night if they pay me 
well enough for it. In fact, it is the 
money we are all after. 
In that re- 


spect our business is the same as 
every other. 
The business man

The new Hoa gland school, at the 


corner of Hoagland avenue and But- 
ler'street; which has been recently 
completed, is undoubtedly the hand- 
somest school building in Indiana. 
Tho residents of Fort 
Wayne 
arc 


justly proud of the new school and 
since the structure nssunleti definite 
shape it has been pointed out to vis- 
itors in the city as an object of spe- 
cial interest. 
The n«w school is a 


radical departure from the old style 
of school building, where everything 
was sacrificed to economy and but 
little attention was paid to the 
beauty of the intfttior or exterior. 
The Hoagland school IB built of buff 
pressed brick, with Bedford 
stone 


trimmings, and is of the Flemish 
style 
of 
architecture. 
The large 


stone porch at the main entrance of 
the building, the only one 
on 
a 


school building in the city, is one of 
the main features of the structure, 
the columns, balustrade and steps of 
the porch being of cut stone. 
This 


entrance and the vestibule entrance 
on the west nre twenty-two 
feet 


wide. 
The interior of the school is 


finished in quarter-sawed oak. There 


re twelve class rooms, all of which 
re well lighted with large windows. 
The halls are the most spacious in 


tie city and have mosaic floors. The 
loors are double and have a layer 
f Cabot sheathing quilt, which dead- 
ns sound and acts as a preventative 
f five. There is a double iron stair- 
way rising from the back entrance, 
irhich permits of rapid egress in case 
.f fire. The blackboards in all the 
ooms are of natural slate. In each 
oom there are small closets built in 
he wall, in which supplies may be 
tored. 
The basement is large and 


well lighted and has a cement floor. 
The five heating furnaces in 
the 


basement are of the Bryce (Toledo) 
lystem. In the basement there is a 
ventilating fan, eight feet in diam- 
eter, which is revolved by an electric 
motor. This fan forces air from the 
outside to all,the rooms, each 
of 


which is connected to it by a ventilat- 
ng shaft. 
By this means a perfect 


ventilation is secured and a whole- 
some current of air is always kepi 
In 
circulation." The 
building 
is 


fitted 
with 
sanitary 
plumbing 


throughout. .There arc cloak rooms 
and closets, as well as large toilet 
rooms, fitted with every convenience

The different shore lines 
of the past stand out as distinctly ami 
as evenly as i£ a surveyor's line had 
been run along Ihe face of the ridges. 


Geologists believe that the inland sea 


was once a fresh water lake. The the- 
ory is that Utah lake and Bear lake, 
fresh wfttor bodies both, were once pavl 
of It and lhat they wsre separated 
from It by some convulsion of nature 
The geological theory is that It did not 
lake the lake long to become intqnsoly 
saline afler It was locked in. Tor it 
expanse it wns shallow oven then, not 
mo'" thnn 160 feet deep at Its deepest 
place, probably not tliat. The maxi 
mum depth today Is 00 feet, and the 
average is less than half that. 


At some points one can wade \\'_ 


miles from the shore without getting 
beyond Unec depth. There are salt de- 
posits 20 miles from the shore, show- 
Ing that the shore line at not very re 
cent years extended to tliat point, 
The height of the lake, 4,000 feet above 
sea level, aids the work of evaporation 
nnd the steady pathetic, . hopeless 
•hrlnkage of the Great Salt lake.

NEW FREIGHT HOUSE. 


The plans and specifications for the! 


new Pennsylvania freight house in 
this city are now open to inspection 
by contractors at the office of Civil 
Engineer E. G. Ericson. 
The plans 


of building- have received only minor 
changes from the plans submitted to 
the officials three or four months ago 
and described in these columns. The 
chief change consists in the front of 
the old building, which will be made 
:?•-"• stories by raising- the roof cover- 
ing Agent F. E. Sawyer's and Ticket 
.Receiver J. C. M. Baker's 
offices. 


Mr. Sawyer and his clerks will occu- 
py the second story and the offices 
on the first floor willl be occupied by 
another department, just which one 
is not known outside of official cir- 
cles. The addition to the warehouse 
will be 200 feet deep and a frontage 
sufficient to make a combined front- 
age of the two buildings of 150 
feet. 
The present freight house is 


300 feet long. Five tracks will en- 
ter the buildings from the east and 
there will be a platform on each side 
of the building, the one on the north 
to receive city freight and the one on 
the south side to deliver freight to 
truckmen, thus avoiding the confu- 
sion that might .occur in receiving 
ind delivering freight from the same 
platform.
